‘Louis. Police there are seeking a 


young woman who came to St. Louis 
with him a week ago and who dis- 
appeared a short time before the body 
was discovered. 

Schlatter, who was 66 years old, 
created a sensation two decades ago 
when he toured the ceuntry posing 
as the Messiah. He made Chicago his 
headquarters. 

He visited many cities, addressed 
great gatherings at thé end of which 
he would place his hands on the lame, 
the halt, and the blind, representing 
he could cure them. 

He opened an establishment in Los 
Angeles from which he sent out 
“blessed handkerchiefs" which he 
claimed, if placed on affected parts, 
would cure all bodily ills. For this he 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
using the mails to defraud. 

About ten years ago Mr. Schlatter 
married Mrs. Luverna V. Comer, a 
Chicago healer. Reports were that 
the:r life was rather stormy. St. Louis 
dispatches state that the police there 
were seeking him at the request of 
Mrs. Schiatter when the body was 
found. When notified of the death, 
Mrs. Schlatter wired that she would 
go to St. Louis and claim the body.

HOOVER TALKS AMERICAN. 


Secretary Hoover’s remarks on cancellation are 
especially welcome in time and circumstance, for 
they may be taken, we trust, as a quiet but ‘em- 
phatic comment upon the views of the distin- 
guished British emissary, Sir Reginald McKenna, 
and of certain eastern bankers at the convention 
in New York. 

It will save misunderstanding and disappoint- 
ment .if European governments will thoroughly 
digest Mr. Hoover's address, We may assume it 
represents the views of the administration. We 
are confident it represents those of the majority 
of Americans, an emotiowal and expressive minor- 
ity to the contrary notwithstanding. 

We hope the following will be given a particular 
consideration abroad and in those quarters of 
our own country which seem to be thinlling like 
foreigners rather than Americans. “ These loans,” 
Mr. Hoover points out, “are, in fact, debts owing 
to our taxpayers. They were made at the request 
of the borrowers and under their solemn assur- 
ances of repayment. The loans were individual to 
each nation. They have no relations to other 
nations or to other debts.” 

We should like to attach to this terse and ac- 
curate statement a question which the creditor 
governments ought to consider. It is this: When

considered loans or investments in the war? 

This ought to have attention from European 
governments. If the United States loans to the 
allies are to be classified not as loans but as in- 
vestments, payment on which ought to be scaled 
down, or, i the enterprise is bankrupt, written 
off, then international loans are not what they 
have seemed to be and will not be in the future 
what they have been ta to be in the past. 

Furthermore, if the United States were to accept 
any such theory, which we do-not think it will, 
it would me @ redistribution of the assets.

land, France, Italy, and every belligerent on the 
allied side came away from Paris with something 

substantial taken from the defeated. The United 
States received nothing. In the active and rather 
acrid discussion of American policy going on in 
Burope there is a striking absence of remark 
upon this fact. : 

There is no doubt that at a proper time America 
will do what & can to help European recovery. 
It is a mark of rank ingrat&tzide that European 
thought shows any doubt of that. But America 
is not going to feed fuel to the flames which 
governments and peoples of Purope keep burn- 

‘ing. America will help when its sacrifice is not 
certain to be worse than futile, as now it ig. cer- 
tain. America will not help before. | 

At this We could not-kniow from day to daly 
whom we were helping and whom hurting. Since 
‘the cessation of hostilities against central Europe 
the allies have been in a perpettial flux. The 
enemies of this moment are allies of the next; the 
friends of today are enemies tomorrow. The poli- 
tics of Eufope are a roulétte wheel. The near 
east has given us a good lesson. On its heels 
comes news that France and Red Russia are mak- 
ing up their differences. Next week there may 
be a Hew alignment and a new war. 

American common sense can find no footing in 
such a world and does not propose to enter it.

Chicago, Oct. 15.—History will repeat 
itself. The following excerpt is from 
Wiley’s History of the United States, 
volume 6, pages 94 and 95: 

“Am enorifous fraud had been perpe- 
(rated in.New York City during 1870 ana 
1871 by the ‘ Tweed Ring.’ William M. 
Tweed had been deputy street, commis- 
sioner in that city for several years, state 
senator from 1867 to 1871 and later a 
member of congress. The ‘ring’ whica 
he controlled included A. Oakey Hall, 


the mayor, Peter B. Sweeney, city and 
county treasurer, and Richard B. Con- 
nolly, the comptroller, and others, and 
they had succeeded in securing a power- 
ful grip-on all departments of the city 
government. By the liberal use of 
money, Tweed bribed the state legisla- 
ture to grant New York a néw charter 
which would give the ring more power. 

In 1870 he became commissioner of pub- 
lic works and proceeded to systemati- 
cally loot the treasury. He gave his 
friends high salaried positions, created 
other lucrative offices for his favorites, 
audited bills for millions that should 
have been thousands, raised vouchers 
and paid enormous sums for goods that 
were never delivered, in all these trans- 
actions diy the rahe with his fei- 
joe whee, enone Skpatidbe: 
$3,000,060 on the scieue ee Sen: but 
tthe city. books were altered so as to show 
an expenditure of $11,000,000. Even then 
the work on the building was not com- 
plete... On. this..job..alone ene plasterer 
was shown to have ‘earned ’ $2,870,446.06 
in nine months. 

“ Estimates vary as to the total amount 
stolen, ranging from $45,000,000 to $200,- 
000,000. 

“The, New York Times and the car- 
toons of Thomas Nast in Harper’s Week- 
ly, in conjunction with the work of Sam- 
‘uel J. Tilden, 
ferces in overthrowing the ring. Mr. 
Jones, proprietor of the Times, Was. oft- 
$5,006,000, and Nast, the @arféon- 
ist, $500,000, to suppress the ddmaging 
evidence that had been given then and 
to discontinue the editofials and’ ar- 
toons. They refused, however, to accept 
the bribes, but probed as deeply as pos- 
sible and exposed the plundering.

z THE AMENDING CLAUSE 


* IMiinois has had the most inelastic 
Gonstitution in all the forty-eight 
gtates, due to the celebrated “one- 
articleat-a-time” limitation. When 
the delegates of 1870 got through their 
ork they lifted out of the constitu- 
don of 1848 a provision that only one 
article at a time might be amended 
and narrowed it gtill more by provid- 
ing that amendments should not be 
posed to the same article oftener 
once in four years. 
It was heralded as a check against 
adicalism, but it proved a_ barrier 
against conservative readjustment. Un- 
der the “ one-at-a-time” limit, reforms 
Springfield choked each other in the 
ramble for precedence. They killed 
@ach other off and it was impossible to 
Keep the constitution up with the times 
@p other states were doing. 
. Cause of Two Conventions. 


The tight limitation was the real 
Cause of the last two constitutional 
Gonventions. The debates of 1870 show 
that if the restriction had not been 
im the constitution of 1848 the conven- 
tjon of 1870 would not have been neces- 
gary. If the amending clause in the 
Gonstitution of 1870 had not ‘been so 

d the recent convention would not 
have been required. 

»In fifty-two years Illinois has been 
able to amend its constitution only 
geven times. Since 1870 only eleven 
amendments were submitted to the 
voters, four being defeated. In the 

er century since 1896 only three 

submitted, of which two were 
adopted—and this in a period where 
there was much clamor for necessary 
adjustments. 

: More Liber&l in New. 

In the new constitution the assembly 
will be permitted to propose amend- 
ments to two articles at a @ssion, in- 
stead of one. And the prohilgition upon 
Proposing an amendment to the same 
article oftener than once in four years 
has been changed to make it apply to 
@ section instead of an article. The 
importance of this is seen in tne fact

This liberalizing of the amending 
clause still leaves plenty of safeguards 
against fads and frills and isms and 
insures stability for the constitution 
without freezing it solid. A two-thirds 
vote of the members of each house is 
still required for the submission of 
an amendment. The restrictions are 
still greater than in a majority of 
other states, but the clause is liberal- 
ized to the point where most expert 
observers of Springfield legislatures 
deem it one of the real improvements.
